In thr home, in the nation, 
and even on the campus, tra- 
ditional observances spring up 
at Christmas time, enriching, 
warming, and inspiring all who 
participate. At UK. ol course, 
there is the Hanging of the 
Greens, the program of the 
Choristers, the parties for un- 
derprivileged children, a n d 
others. 

Around the world. Christmas has 
been the inspiration for an amaz- 
ing variety of customs. For ex- 
ample: 

In ihe Northlands of Canada 
the Eskimos have a unique Christ- 
mas custom. During the holiday 
season entire Eskimo communities 
set off and visit neighboring towns. 
The following year the visit is 
epaid and the visiting town be- 
comes the host. 

In Yugoslavia the Christmas 
celebration is centered around the 
yule log. Early Christmas morn- 
ing, a young tree is felled and 
brought into the house. As it burns 
it is struck with an iron rod caus- 
ing sparks to fly up the chimney. 

Tradition has it that blessings 
as numerous as the sparks will 
fall on the family during the com- 
ing year. 

In Holland and Belgium they 
relebrate Christmas on two differ- 
ent occasions. The first of these, 
elehrated Dec. 6, is the feast of 
Saint Nicholas which is the chil- 
dren’s holiday when customs asso- 
ciated with our Christmas are ob- 
served. 

On the night before Saint Nich- 
olas day the children of these lands 
’cave their wooden shoes filled with 
hay for the saint's white horse. 

Dec. 25. the second occasion, is 
a religious holiday with services 
in the churches and quiet family 
gatherings at home, where Christ- 
mas cakes and other favors are 
served. 

An important Christmas custom 
in Mexico is the breaking of the 
• pinata” — an earthenware jug fill- 
ed with fruits, nuts, and candies. 
Blindfolded children armed with 
sticks try to break it open. When
